The organization is composed of nine commis- 
sioners, including one full-time chairperson and eight 
committee members appointed by the Ministry of Culture in 
order to discuss and decide on the main policies related to 
Korean films. 
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A REVIEW OF KOREAN CINEMA IN 2019 


Director BONG Joon Ho's Parasite was the center- 
piece of Korean cinema in 2019. The film not only 
took in 10.8 million viewers in Korea, but it won 
the Palme d'Or at the 2019 Cannes Film Festival, 
the Best Foreign Language Film at the 2020 Golden 
Globe Awards, and has been nominated for several 
Oscars at this year’s Academy Awards. Though 
these accolades could be considered little more 
than commercial decorations, no Korean film has 
ever received such honors, especially while being 
recognized for both commercial and artistic value. 
This tsunami-like success for Parasite is a testament 
to the level of today’s Korean cinema and, at the 
same time, a nod to the film's potential at becoming 
a legacy in the country’s film history. 


The “Children of Cinema” — a group of new directors 
who emerged In the 2000s armed with a knowledge 
of cinematic history; cinephiles like PARK Chan- 
wook, RYOO Seung-wan, BONG Joon Ho, and KIM 
Jee-woon who rewrote the grammar and aesthetics 
of mainstream Korean film — are now in their prime. 
These directors strive to Imprint their unique char- 
acters as creators within the frame of the customs 
of a genre, and have come to represent the Korean 
cinema of today. However, such efforts are less and 
less visible among directors of the newer, younger 
generations. Thus, it is becoming more difficult to 
hope emerging directors will achieve the same level 
of success as BONG Joon Ho 10 or 20 years down 


the line. From this viewpoint, it is hard to say If the 
success of Parasite will serve as a new beginning for 
Korean cinema, or its requiem. 


Let us take a closer look at what the success of Par- 
asite really means. 

In Korean cinema, works that add new interpretation 
while still upholding the great traditions of the past 
are rare. This is not because today’s creators are lazy 
or ignorant of tradition; this phenomenon Is a result 
of today’s creators unable to watch the films of the 
past for one very simple reason — cinema technology 
in Korea has advanced incredibly in the past two de- 
cades. As such, before this period, it was impossible 
to watch past films in a systematic manner. The fact 
that about half of Korean films from the relatively 
recent 1970s have been lost is the result of the 
cultural mistreatment of films in Korean society. One 
exception, though, is Director KIM Ki-young. The true 
value of his movies was passed down through word 
of mouth to filmmakers of younger generations, and 
BONG Joon Ho has been noted as a passionate 
admirer of KIM's work. In fact, Parasite is a bold rec- 
reation of KIM Ki-young’s The Housemaid, uniquely 
fashioned to fit 21st century Korean society. 

Before Parasite, Director IM Sang-soo made his 
own remake of [he Housemaid, and comparing this 
version with BONG Joon Ho's Parasite reveals an in- 
teresting point. KIM Ki-young's [he Housemaid was 
released in 1961, when the middle class had yet 
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to emerge in Korean society. The sliding doors and 
Stairs in the 2-story, western-styled home featured 
in the film are used to reflect the realities of Korean 
society at that time, which Is visually accentuated 
through the movement of the protagonist — the 
maid. Furthermore, in KIM Ki-young's film, once the 
maid has carnal relations with the master of the 
house, she uses It aS a weapon to move between 
the stories as she pleases. She even slides open the 
doors to the master bedroom whenever she so de- 
Sires, usurping her role as mistress of the house and 
displaying her raised status within the household. 


In contrast, in The Housemaid of IM Sang-soo, the 
use of stairs and doors as paths to a higher social 
status are closed off from the very beginning. On the 
morning after they share a bed, the maid proudly ap- 
proaches the master; however, the master does not 
so much as cast a glance at her as he plays the pia- 
no. Instead, he motions for her to take an envelope 
filled with money. In IM Sang-soo's film, the maid 


IS given no opportunity to enter the space of the 
masters, and the stairs symbolize an obstacle she Is 
unable to overcome and use at will. In the end, the 
protagonist meets a gruesome fate, setting herself 
on fire and falling from the second floor. 


In Parasite, BONG Joon Ho uses a much more layered 
and ample narrative, and nuanced mise-en-scene to 
enhance the clash between classes shown in KIM KI- 
young’s film. BONG expands the stage of the 2-story 
house used by KIM Ki-young, letting the setting now 
reach from an impoverished neighborhood to a village 
of mansions. In the first half of the film, he tells the 
Story of a poor, four-person family living in a low-lying 
area who finds employment in the PARK household, 
which lies in an affluent neighborhood located in the 
hills. Until the midpoint, this basic plot unfolds as a 
hijacking story, but from that point on, the film focuses 
on the chaos and tragedy that unfolds in an expensive 
hillside mansion. In fact, after the midpoint, the genre 
switches to horror-thriller as the film follows what 
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the protagonist, Ki-taek, and his family do when the 
owners return unexpectedly. This switch of genres 
is signaled by a scene showing sudden thunder and 
lightning, which parallels directly the famous thunder 
scene from KIM Ki-young's [he Housemaid. 


The theme of the most critical antithesis tool used in 
the film is ‘invasion. The early part of Parasite shows 
the life of Ki-taek’s family in their semi-basement 
home. One particular event they often face is drunks 
urinating against their window at all times of the day. 
sometimes, the family shrugs this off as an everyday 
nuisance, but at other times, the event Is seen as a di- 
rect invasion and leads to conflict. In one such scene, 
Ki-taek and Ki-woo pour bottles of water onto a drunk 
to retaliate against him, but they do not stop there. 
They go on to use buckets of water. This invasion — 
told in a very comical way — Is later echoed in a scene 
of torrential rain. Ki-taek’s family, who used tricks to 
replace the PARK family’s maid and chauffer, leave the 
mansion just before their real identities are revealed. 
However, as they escape, torrential rain hits, flooding 
Ki-taek’s poor neighborhood. This visual use of water 
in the early and later parts of the film foreshadows the 
finale, which results from a series of invasions. The 
droplets that splatter throughout these water scenes 
set up a cruel joke whose punchline is an ending ren- 
dered bloody by invasion and the retaliation for such 
an Invasion. 


In addition to the theme of ‘invasion, there is anoth- 
er, more realistic and horrifying difference between 
Parasite and KIM Ki-young’s /he Housemaid. This 
difference is : Unlike the protagonist of [he House- 
maid, who took over the house and infringed on the 
private life of the owners, the protagonists of Para- 
site do all they can to hide their identities in order to 
avoid going against Master PARK’s wish that they “do 
not cross the line.” Ki-taek’s family entered the PARK 
mansion thinking that, by sharing and spying on the 
PARK’s space, they could partake in their wealth. 


However, instead of partaking, they find themselves 
realizing just how perilous their designs are. 

One night, after the PARK family unexpectedly returns 
home, Ki-taek and his son and daughter, Ki-woo and 
Ki-jung, hide under a large table in the living room. 
The PARKs choose to sleep in the living room to watch 
over their son, who Is camping out in the backyard, 
and Ki-taek and his family witness the PARKs making 
love on the sofa. As the lovemaking progresses, the 
protagonists feel a sense of shame as they see the 
PARKs at their most intimate, and have to hold their 
breaths so as to not get caught. This situation implic- 
itly forces the family to realize that, to the PARKs, Ki- 
taek’s family should never be seen, and rather than 
feeling the sense of power customary to voyeurism, 
Ki-taek’s family feels ashamed by the fact that, to 
Dong-ik and Yeon-gyu PARK, they are people who 
should and will forever be invisible. 

Just as Dong-ik often repeats, Ki-taek’s family is a 
group of people whose relationship with the PARKs 
must “not cross the line,” and the sofa situation 
reminds the family that they have their place in low 
society and they cannot enter the lives of those of 
the higher class. They must remain invisible, and 
the only times that can change, the only times they 
should be visible, will be determined by the needs 
of the people who employ their services. Far from 
being just an invasion, the situation Ki-taek’s family 
now finds themselves in leads to another theme of 
the film — ‘parasitism’. 

Moon-gwang, who worked as the housekeeper 
before Ki-taek’s family, had lived with her husband, 
Geun-se, in a basement hidden within the PARK 
basement. They had been invisible people living in- 
visibly in the PARK house; they had been parasites. 
Tragically, both Ki-taek’s family and Moon-gwang 
and her husband are all people who should not be 
seen, but they find themselves having to fight each 
other for their invisibility. Such conflict sets up 
the latter half of Parasite, which unfolds with an 
undertone of black comedy but also with a sense 
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of horror, and is a cold metaphor for the fact that, 
when it comes to the poor, not only is the way up 
the social ladder blocked, but those climbing the 
ladder have to fight amongst themselves to get just 
a small piece of the ple. 

It is here that Bong Joon-ho'’s movie and that of KIM 
Ki-young diverge. In KIM Ki-youngss film, the maid 
roamed freely about the house, believing that power 
can change hands. In contrast, Parasite begins as 
though the goal Is for a particular lower-class family 
to triumph against the upper class but concludes as 
a story of failure, one where the protagonists crouch 
under a table only to crawl out and return to their 
lives of poverty in their semi-basement home in an 
impoverished neighborhood down at the bottom of 
the hill atop which live the rich. 

If genre norms can be said to serve as propaganda 
proclaiming life must follow certain progressive 
paths, BONG Joon Ho rejects the validity of such 
instigation, and he showcases the actual reality of 
life more starkly than any shout or cry could. As his 
proxy, SONG Kang Ho's expression in the finale — in 
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which Ki-taek is dressed as a Native American wait- 
ing to make his entrance into a party that will quickly 
turn into a scene of carnage — shows his character's 
fatigue, anxiety, and rage. It is a moment of expres- 
sion overloaded with emotion, and similar to the 
final scene of Memories of Murder, though set to an 
altogether different context. 


The degree of cinematic perfection and the insight 
into Korean society achieved by Parasite are un- 
usual in Korean cinema. After the film was shown 
at Cannes and It achieved success in local markets, 
the “crisis of Korean cinema’ became a hot topic 
for the media. This was because there were no 
mainstream movies comparable to Parasite, not 
to mention most of these other movies failed to 
achieve box office success. 

such a situation is difficult to comprehend when 
considering Director LEE Byeong-heon's Extreme 
Job took in a whopping 16.27 million viewers at the 
beginning of the year, and the number of moviegoers 
came to a total of 202 million in 2019. But a closer 


look at the figures shows that this high number is the 
result of two Korean movies — Parasite and Extreme 
Job — and several foreign films — The Avengers : 
Endgame, Aladdin, and Frozen I! — that took in more 
than 10 million viewers each, ultimately drawing 
audiences away from other features. Thus, in 2019, 
the number of local and foreign movies that took in 
3 to 5 million viewers came to 8, falling significantly 
from 22 in 2017. In addition, the introduction of the 
40-hour work week and minimum wage system to 
Korean film sets pushed production costs, making It 
more difficult to reach the break-even point. This ex- 
treme polarization in the popularity of films resulted 
In moviegoers flocking to a small number of films, 
forcing others to divvy up a limited market share. 


The film Extreme Job was the only Korean film to 
do well during last year's Lunar New Year holiday, 
which is the main peak season for Korean cinema. 
The film's success followed on the heels of three 
local films — Drug King, Take Point, and Swing Kids 
— which failed at the box office. Due to bad reviews, 
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moviegoers stayed away from these three films and 
instead flocked to Extreme Job when It gained popu- 
larity in the early days of Its release. 


since debuting with the low-budget independent 
film, Cheer Up, Mr. Lee, Director LEE Kae-byeok has 
only made comedies. While he is known for boldly 
applying to his stories the slapstick comedy of silent 
films, Extreme Job relies more on conventional, 
nonsensical humor compared to his other works. The 
promise (or what was hoped to be such) he’d shown 
in his early features was nowhere to be seen. For 
instance, the vigor of his first hit, 7wenty (2015), is 
not at all present in Extreme Job. 

Among the other Korean films released between 
spring and summer, LEE Su-jin’s /do/ and LEE Jeong- 
beom's Jo Pil-ho : The Dawning Rage roused sig- 
nificant anticipation in comparison to the directors’ 
previous works. However, both films failed to win 
over the box office as well as critics. 

LEE Su-jin, who had made a remarkable debut with 
Han Gong-ju, boldly attempted in /do/ to tell the dif- 
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ferent branches of a story not as strands of a single 
knot but as independent strings that never connect 
in order to showcase the individual moral dilemmas 
of the film's various characters. That valiant effort, 
however, was ultimately viewed foolhardy. 


In Jo Pil-ho : The Dawning Rage, LEE Jeong-beom — 
who helmed the modern action film, The Man from 
Nowhere — tells the story of a morally-corrupt cop 
manipulating cases for personal gain until he finally 
finds ethical salvation in the end. Unfortunately, the 
film fell into the trap of an overly-strict moral code, 
resulting in plot and characters much too rigid. 

Other commercial Korean films were mostly medi- 
ocre. The films that opened in the summer — [he 
King's Letters, Exit, The Divine Fury, The Battle : Roar 
to Victory — did not stand out regardless of their per- 
formance at the box office. Exit, which was praised 
for setting a new Korean paradigm in the disaster 
genre, took in 9.4 million viewers, while [he Battle 
: Roar to Victory told the story of the independence 
army during Japan's occupation via a tone border- 
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Ing on ultra-nationalism. The film took 4.78 million 
viewers. Together, these two movies achieved com- 
mercial success, but they shared a common element 
: Scenes critical to the story were bland to the point 
that It was hard to tell the two films apart. 


This lack of ideas in how to tell a story through the 
screen makes BONG Joon Ho's films stand out even 
more in comparison. In the case of Exit, despite its 
witty start, the visuals become increasingly cheap 
as the disaster unfolds. The composition of the 
scenes and the connection between them focuses 
only on customary and conventional functions, less- 
ening their overall entertainment value. Watching 
movies like this, ones whose presentations prove 
their young directors have not contemplated how to 
establish their own styles, is a chore. Compared to 
the above movies, scenes that can be welcomed and 
praised for having cinematic harmony are much more 
visible in director KIM Bora’s debut piece, House 
of Hummingbird, which was made at a tenth of the 
budget of Exit. 


In 2019, the creative engine of Korea's independent 
scene began to warm up after years of being mired 
in mannerisms as commonplace as commercial films 
themselves. Among the indies produced from this 
gearing up, House of Hummingbird clearly stood out. 
The film revolves around a national tragedy — the 
collapse of Seongsu Bridge in 1994, and it shows the 
cracks that appear between people in their homes, 
schools, and communities, while also exposing the 
outdated nature of Korean society in which signs 
of imminent collapse are ever present. At the same 
time, the film embraces the positive energy of life, 
which does not dwell on moral judgment. 

People who are selfish, and full of shortcomings and 
inconsistencies, are desensitized to the violence 
adults inflict on children, and men inflict on women. 
However, Hummingbird’s protagonist — a girl in 
middle school — looks directly at such situations. At 
times, this girl is unable to sense the tragedies that 
befall the people around her, and at other times, she 
understands the tragedies but does not know how to 
respond to them. The Seongsu Bridge incident creat- 


ed ripples in Korean society, just as a stone thrown 
into a lake creates ripples far from the shore. But 
the girl in the film does not immediately sense these 
ripples. As she gradually matures and gets older, she 
buries her scars. 

House of Hummingbird is unrushed and makes view- 
ers think beyond what is being shown on the screen, 
asking them to imagine developments outside the 
shown scenes. In doing so, the film subtly combines 
the cracks and the unique aspects of Korean society 
into a story of a young girl's growth. 


In addition to House of Hummingbird, 2019 saw 
many other independent movies that showed new, 
unique directing styles. Han Ka-ram’s Our Body looks 
at women's desires through a complex viewpoint not 
tied down by moral values. In Maggie, director Y! Ok- 
seop tells stories that unfold in a hospital in a unique 
way. LIM Dae-hyung’s Moonlit Winter deals with the 
story of a middle-aged queer woman — a topic rarely 
handled in Korean cinema — and captures the warmth 
of her everyday life on screen. KANG Sang-woo's 
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documentary, Kim-gun, approached the Issue of the 
1980 Gwangju Democracy Movement by delving into 
the story of nameless individuals. Director LEE Kang- 
hun's Possible Faces — which shows the lives of its 
characters in a series, making the audience acutely 
feel the connections between scenes — was well 
received by some critics, and Director HONG Sang- 
soos Hotel by the Fiver is the newest creation by an 
established director who continues to emit his own 
glow. This particular film, though, is unusual for HONG 
sang-soo's work because it depicts death, life, and the 
empty possibilities of love in the lives of characters 
moving against a backdrop of melancholic scenery. In 
doing this, the film accentuates the transience of life. 


Behind the Korean cinema of 2019, which began 
with Extreme Job and ended with Parasite, the 
industrial and artistic desire to begin anew coex- 
isted with a sense of foreboding for the future. The 
attempts to appeal to today’s audiences were cou- 
pled with the lazy mannerisms of commercial films 
that used bland scenes to string together narratives 
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featuring a limited pool of star actors. Meanwhile, 
low-budget, independent movies that gave voice to 
different aspects of Korean society stepped forward 
but Independently and without regard for each other. 
There were also frivolous warnings from the media 
that Korean cinema Is headed for a crisis as capital 
rushes headlong into OTT platforms, with Netflix in 
the lead, while auteurism continues to fade. Young 
directors whose films speak out with different voices 
are a ray of hope at a time when blockbusters are 
being accused of monopolizing screens. The critical 
issue now Is whether it is possible to establish a 
cinema industry ecosystem that embraces cultural 
diversity because that is where the present and fu- 
ture of Korean cinema truly starts.
